LINCOLN'S IDEA OF 
JUSTICE TO SOLDIERS 
The following incident, related by 
Major J. A. Bering at a recent meet­ 
ing of the Loyal Legion, is of perti­ 
nent interest in line with pres* ut dis­ 
cussion concerning army regulations 
and of special local Interest because 
of tho connection of the late ('apt 
George B. Gardner, a frequent visit­ 
or ;tt the home of his brother, the 
lac* Hon. Mills Gardner, in this city, 
‘ The Sixtieth regiment, Ohio Vol­ 
unteer infant tx, commanded by Col 
William ll. Trimble, 
was 
recruited 
in the fall of ISG I at 
Hillsboro, 
O. 
Their ii est service was in West Vir­ 
ginia. One morning in the summer of 
1S62, 
John 
Gallagher 
of 
Captain 
Lynch’s company and 
one 
of 
his 
comrades were conversing rn ar tin ir 
tent, when the brigade officer of tho 
day. a mounted officer in full regalia. 
rode around tin* company tents, gjv 
lug sharp orders for the soldiers to 
chan up their camp and removed all 
life r from the streets. He was very 
much in earnest and emphatic in his 
orders. 
"John Gallagher was a raw recruit 
and had not heard such strenuous or­ 
ders given before, and supposed it 
was all,.', joke. 
He said to the officer, 
'Get down off of your horse and look 
at your saddle.” The officer was not 
in a good humor and this 
remark 
made him furious. 
He dismounted 
hastily and attacked Gallagher, and 
then 
rode 
hack 
to 
brigade 
headquarters and reported 
to 
tin* 
commanding general that 
a 
soldier 
of the Sixtieth Ohio had insulted him 
while on duty as brigade officer of 
the day. Gallagher was put under ar­ 
rest and ordered to be tried by court­ 
martial. 
At the trial, which soon 
followed, h<* was 
found 
guilty 
and 
sentenced to three year’s hard labor 
in the Joilet .(111.) penitentiary. He 
was soon in the pen at Joliet serv­ 
ing his time, Capt. George B. Gard­ 
ner, commander of Co. C, an attorney 
from Hillsboro, Ohio, and father of 
Miss Grace Gardner of Cincinnati, 
was temporarily acting as adjutant 
of the regiment and thinking 
it 
a 
severe and unduly harsh sentence for 
a trivial offense, sent a petition 
to 
President Lincoln, giving 
a 
plain 
statement of the case, and pleaded 
for the pardon of Private John Gal­ 
lagher on the ground that he was a 
patriotic and obedient soldier. 
“President Lincoln sent the peti­ 
tion to the warden of 
the 
peniten* 
Jtiary at Joliet with the following in­ 
dorsement: ‘Send this soldier. John 
Gallagher, back to his company. 
I 
am not recruiting men to fill the pen­ 
itentiaries, but enlisting men to light, 
and that is what he was doing.’ In a 
short time lie was back to his com­ 
pany. 
The first thing he said when 
he arrived was: 'I ani a Democrat 
and have always voted tile Democra­ 
tic ticket, but hereafter, ever time 
Mr. Lincoln runs for President I am 
going to vote for him."
